Tha Character of Gov. Tilden,

(From the Utica Observer.)

I have been intimately acquaint-
ed with Mr. Tilden for nearly forty
years, and though I have often dif-
fered with bim politically, somen
times even lamenting his strong re-
liance on party agencies, I have
never had the slightest reason to
suspect his absolute integrity of
purpose and since.icy of conviction.
In all the relsiions of private life
he is purity itself. At the same
time he has always been a public-
spirited citizen, tsking an active
part in whatever coucermed the
welfare and progr ss of the commu-
nity in which he lived. His devos
tion, indeed, to public affairs began
while he was still a youth, and his
early diseussions of intricate ques-
tions of finan~e attracted the atten-
tion of maturer minds by their sin.
gular penetration and judgement.

Professionally, he has taken rank
with Van Buaren, Brady, O’Conor,
Graham, Evarts, Kirkland and oth-
er foremost lawyers, and in a pecu-~
liar class of cases—heavy and com-

plicated railroad complications—he

is admitted to be facile princeps,
His council, when important and
decisive actien was involved, has
been deemed invaluable. In etill
higher relations, Mr. Tilden seems
to combine mere than any man new
before the public, hard'y expecting
Adams of Massachusetts, the two
great kinds of quality, theoretic and
practical, <which form the trus
statesman ; a profound understand-
ing of the philosophic grounds of
political opinion, and the sagacious
tact and encrgy of the man of busi-
ness.

This union eof theeretic insight
with practical capacity haz been
singularly shown in his adminisira-
tion of the affairs of this state.
Now York is the largest common-
wealth of the union, the largest
population, in agricultural products,
in manufacturing enterprize, in
commercial capital—in a word, in
the diversity and impertance of
businesy relatiens ; and the gover-
norship there isnot a clerical func-
tion, cenfined to the s ~peintment of
notaricand t! e signivg of comm’s-
sione, as’is many of the newer west-
ert states, but an onerous, intriea-s,
and resnons’ble trust.

“The go ernor is invested with the
veto, which makes him a part of
the legiclative power, while his ex-
scutive connection with the cem-
plicated business of the quarantine,
the salt werks, the state prisons and
charities and an immense system
of canals, imptses upon him the
most varied and difficults duties.
Mr. Tilden, in his short tenure of the
plase, has evinced a wasterly fitness
for all its duties. e has defeated
& multitude of ill censidered and
improper bills, rectified many er-
ro:# of administra ‘en, overthrown
a fraudulen, and gigantic conspira-
cy, and vreduced the taxation frem
cever $15,000,000 in 1875 to lesa
than $8,000,000 i 1876, with an
assurance that if the « hanges he has
suggested ure followed, the decrease
will be two or three millions mere
in I8TT! A part of this reduetion
is due to extinciion of the
bounty debt. but the rest to Gover-
nor Tilden's direct efforts and in-
fluence.

The New Postal Law.

The new postal law as regards
third-class matter went into effect
Tuesday. Delow we give the law
as now in effect :

“Section 15. That transient news-
papers and magazines, rezn ar pub-
lications designed primacily for ac-
vertising purpeses, or [or free cir-
culation at nominal rates, and all
printed matter of the third class
except unsealed circulars, shall Le
admitted to, and trensmitted in, the
mails at the rate one cent fer every
two oumces or fractional part therc-
of, and one cent for each two ad-
"ditional ounces or fractional parts
thereof ; and the sender of any one
article of the third class of mail
matter may write his or her name
or address therein, or en the out-
side thereef, with the word “from”’
above or preceeding the same, or
may write briefly or print en any
package the number and names of
the articles inclosed. Publishers of
newspapers and periodicals may
print ~n the wrappers of newspapers
or magizines sent from the office of
publication to regular subsecribers
the time to which subseription
therefor has been paid, and address-
es upon postal cards and ussealed
circulars may be either written,

printed, or affixed thereto, at the

option of the sender.

Or unsealed circulars and all
mailable matter of the third class
other thrn that designated in the
aforegoi \g scciion, posiage will be
charged as heretofore, one cent for
each ounee or fraction thereef."”
